Hi  Robert, 

Glen  Canyon  has  not  closed  the  San  Juan  Arm  of  Lake  Powell,  although  last  Friday  an 
advisory  was  sent  out  to  alert  park  visitors  of  potential  risks.  We  will  be  updating  our 
information  again  based  on  the  information  provided  by  the  Utah  Department  of 
Health  recommending  that  people  not  drink  water  from  the  San  Juan  River  and  that 
they  rinse  off  after  contact. 

We  have  been  requesting  assistance  from  EPA  regarding  how  to  respond  to  visitor  and 
media  inquiries  regarding  any  health  risks  at  Glen  Canyon  and  would  welcome  any 
updates  or  clarifying  information.  Tom,  I look  forward  to  meeting  with  you.  Robert,  I 
will  be  in  contact  regarding  any  broader  policy  issues  that  relate  to  Glen  Canyon.
